The plays least t ailed for are "Love's 
Labor Lost," "Tittta Androni 
and"Pericles,Princeof Tyre." "Meas- 
ure for Measure" is not much read by 
the feminine admirers of Shakespeare 
"Cymbeline" is neglected in the sin- 
gle-play editions. So, too, is "Coriol- 
anus." 

The most popular plays are sold by 
thousands where others sell only by 
tens. So well is this recognized, in- 
deed, that few of the so-called sets of 
Shakespeare intended for students in- 
clude the least popular plays and, 
many as are the editions containing 
a single play in each volume, and es- 
pecially designed to meet the new de- 
mand, there are only one or two edi- 
tions that are at once expurgated and 
complete as to the number of plays. 
So strong is t he demand for annotated 
plays that a popular new edition, at 
first issued without notes, is here- 
after to be annotated. Here is an- 
other evidence that the demand 
comes, not from old lovers of Shakes- 
peare familiar with his text and at 
ease with its difficulties, but from the 
new students, the modern women of 
leisure.

The ancient, city of (ieoigetown was ! 
nn Independent corporation until re- 
cently, but it is now West Washington. 
It is sciwirutcd from the nationm cap- 
ital by Jtock creek, and the laws there 
are in many instances different, from 
the laws on the east side of L'ock creek. 

Many acta punishable as oftenses in 
that section do not constitute offenses 
under the laws governing t he rest of the 
district, Many of these ol<l laws, though 
they may never have been repealed, are 
seldom enforced, and then only when 
many eomplalnts are made about a 
certain thing, and the old law books are 
overhauled. Now and then 
these old law books Is resurrected, and 
for awhile persons have to obey it, but 
it soon becomes a dead letter ntfaiu, 
and the law is violated with impunity 
for another score or more of yejirs. 
Every few years the question of observ- 
ing the Sabbath is agitated. Some of 
the old laws nre found to meet the case. 
It is a violation of one of the old George- 
town corporation laws to sell on Sun- 
day any article except medicines, fresh 
Ash. milk and other perishable goods 
which cannot be kept, over night, u ith 

safety, but t his law Is seldom enforced, 

and then only when complaint is made, 
or after a general order has been is- 
sued notifying storekeepers to close 
thnr places on Sunday. This law, like 
many others, has been contested in 
the courts and found to be valid. 

Then there is another law which pro- 
hibits any manual labor on the Sab- 
bath. This law, like the preceding* 
has been contested and held to Vie still 
force. It provides:

There are but few ott 
he*.e books In existence, so far as is 
known, und wiien a ea.se other than as- 
sault and battery or disorderly con- 
duct is made the officer making the ar- 
rest usually has to take this book to 
court to show his ground for action.
